Of the singles, 62 percent have 
never been married and about 2 million of 
them are paid more than $75,000 a year. 

Research often cites the ideal worker as 
someone who is perpetually available, has no 
outside responsibilities or interests, rarely 
gets sick and puts work above all else. Barbara 
Teszler, 26 and single, said that’s her, roo per- 
cent. 

“I’m totally a workaholic,” she said. “I’d

Dubbed the “no vacation nation,” the U.S. 
lags behind most other developed countries 
when it comes to vacation days. But Ameri- 
cans don’t seem to mind. 

Most workers don’t use all their vacation 
days in the first place. 

About 57 percent of working Americans 
had unused vacation time at the end of 2011, 
and most of them left an average of 11 days 
on the table—or nearly 70 percent of their 
allotted time off, according to a study per- 
formed by Harris Interactive for JetBlue. 

Employers certainly aren't complaining. 
Separate data from financial information 
company Sageworks shows profits-per-em- 
ployee are at a 10-year high. Could workers 
cramming in more hours be a factor? Yes, 
says Libby Bierman, a Sageworks analyst. 


“We don’t have exact information on why 
profits increased, but I think it’s safe to say 
it’s a combination of people spending more 
time at work and technological advance- 
ments,” she said. 

As companies cut back on staff during 
the recession, they learned how to get by

Teszler started an L.A. public relations firm 
several months ago. She wants a social life and 
relationships, but work gets top priority.

I’m not 
going to apologize for that. My business is my 
baby, and that has to come first.” 
Entrepreneurs are among the most likely to 
report being married to their jobs. 

“They feel the 24/7 pull to get it right,” said 
Todd Dewett, a professor of management at 
Wright State University, who wrote “The Lit- 
tle Black Book of Leadership.” “For many of 
them, being successful at work is fulfilling but 
it’s never stress-free.” 

To maintain a romantic relationship, 
Dewett said, overachieving professionals 
must have an understanding spouse or part- 
ner. “One of the top reasons relationships 
have trouble is one person puts their job first. 
For it to work, you've got to have a partner 
who is absolutely supportive.” 

Relationship expert Bari Lyman said mak- 
ing a relationship work when you're married 
to your job often requires a new mind-set: 
“If finding true love is a priority, you have to 
make the time and space to meet someone.” 

Then, to sustain a relationship you need 
communication, maybe even an agree- 
ment that emphasizes quality time together 
rather than quantity, said Lyman, founder of

Complicating matters, some managers still 
assume singles don’t have anything to do but 
work. This not only makes relationships dif- 
ficult, it also makes hobbies, volunteer work 
and fitness a challenge. 

Grace Lopez, office administrator at Weil, 
Gotshal & Manges, said she loves her job but 
squeezing her other passions —in addition to 
a relationship—into her schedule gets tricky. 
She balances long work hours, a leadership 
role in a professional association and her 
involvement in the Susan G. Komen Foun- 
dation. “I feel guilty because I realize that 
sometimes I’m not giving the time needed in 
a relationship.” 

Cattell said that after a failed marriage, 
she’s in a good relationship and has figured 
out what works for her.

WASHINGTON A U.S. military supply ship 

fired Monday at a small boat in the Per- 
sian Gulf after it came too close, apparently kill- 
ing one person on board, two US. officials said. 

The USNS Rappahannock, a fuel resupply 
ship, fired on what the officials called a “small, 
white pleasure craft” 10 miles from the Dubai 
port of Jebel Ali. 

The small boat appeared to be headed for 
that port, the officials said, adding that their 
information was preliminary. The US. ship ver- 
bally warned the smaller boat when it was 1,200 
yards away and fired at least one warning shot 
before the decision was made to fire shots to 
disable the boat, the officials said.

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Sox pitcher has come 
out of nowhere—and 
isn’t going anywhere

Jose Quintana already had two strikes against 
him before he ever set foot in Chicago in May. 

He had already been released by both the 
N.Y. Mets and N.Y. Yankees as a low-level mi- 
nor leaguer. He also served a 50-game suspen- 
sion as a Mets farmhand in 2007 for violating 
Major League Baseball’s drug policy, some- 
thing he chalks up to teenage naivete. 

“What you learn from a suspension is just 
that you have to be more aware of what you 
intake with supplements,” he said recently 
through translator Jackson Miranda. 

In other words, nobody expected him to 
be one of the driving forces behind a team 
making a surprising run at the AL Central 
Division title. Quintana’s locked down a spot 
in the starting rotation since being called up 
from Double-A in early May. 

Just don’t use the eight-letter “s” word 
around him when it comes to describing his 
early success. 

“As far as a surprise, not as much a surprise 
{to me] because I put in a lot of hard work and 
I’m just hoping to continue it going into the 
second half of the season,” Quintana said. 

The left-handed pitcher has been a feel- 
good story of a feel-good White Sox season 
that sees them in first place. Quintana fin- 
ished the first half with a 4-1 record and a 
2.60 ERA, numbers that have earned him the 
respect of his teammates and, perhaps most 
important, his boss. 

“He’s just dazzling,” Sox manager Robin 
Ventura said. “He’s done everything we’ve 
asked. He’s a lot more mature than you'd ex- 
pect.” 

He’s had to do a lot of growing up off the 
field as well. 

The Arjona, Colombia, native says that 
much like any small-town kid who moves to 
the big city for the first time, he’s found him- 
self struggling at times. 

“Downtown [Chicago} is hard,” he admit- 
ted sheepishly, without Miranda’s assistance. 

While Quintana has a rudimentary grasp 
of the English language, he relies on Miranda 
during interviews. Despite the language bar- 
rier, he said he’s finding parts of the city that 
are making it feel a little more like home. 

Quintana frequents the Sabor A Café in 


Rogers Park among other haunts and has de- 
veloped a nice social circle despite the fact he 
knew no one when he first arrived in Chicago. 

“There are a lot of Colombian restaurants 
that I’ve been able to try out, so I’ve been able 
to get around pretty well,” he said. “There’s 
actually a nice little group of Colombians that 


are here that I’ve become friends with and 
that come and support me, so it’s nice to have 
them here.” 

In addition to being a small-town guy try- 
ing to make it on the biggest stage in one of 
the world’s biggest cities, he’s also an anom- 
aly: a Colombian-born major league pitcher. 


According to baseball-reference.com, 
Quintana is only the fourth pitcher from 
the soccer-mad country to make it to the big 
leagues. Odds dictated that he’d have a better 
chance of becoming a midfielder for the Fire 
than a starting pitcher for the Sox. 

But ask Quintana about his abilities on

The group’s sophomore full-length, “MT- 
MTMK,” mostly does away with the cheeky, 
occasionally cheesy appropriation that 
helped the band rise to prominence, opting 
instead for broad-strokes pop that seems 
designed to hit as many pleasure centers at 
once for people of as many different cultures

as possible. The album is simultaneously a re- 
trenchment of the group’s African bona fides 
and a nod to the contemporary currents of 
electronic music. Unlike Vampire Weekend’s 
Ezra Koenig guesting on TVB’s “Warm 
Heart of Africa,” there is no effort this time 
to bring American indie rock to Senega- 

lese fans (Dutch electro house, maybe), 

but rather a guest list that seems aimed to 
expose artists like Senegalese rapper Xuman 
or Malian singers Amadou & Miriam to 
American listeners. 

A song like “Mghetto” connects the dots 
between Jamaican dub music and wobbly 
American dubstep, while standout track 
“Kondaine” draws together West African 
highlife and the sort of jammy synth-pop na- 
tive to the recent Brooklyn indie scene. 

The cross-cultural formula doesn’t always 
work, as on the clubby rumba homage 
“Rumbae,” but, in places like the guitar solos 
on “Bantu,” it can be transcendent. On “We 
OK,” Somali-American rapper K’naan shouts 
out a long list of African capitals where the 
song could very conceivably become a pop 
hit. 

Here’s hoping the same is true of a few 
places in America, too.
